He checked ar.d told me it was still withheld, although it is a ‘he library.Hr 
said it was probably withheld because of a” off color Joke or some 4 hi~'g-wo der i* i 4 he really 
expected me to believe that. He asked me how I heard of it after I told him I had heard +ha 4 

it had been declassified. I told him that I had read it i" o-e of the books but couldn't remember 
which one or the author.He suggested I write to Joh son at the Archives-maybe I will Jus o le 
them know others are interested too. 

The 10 pages of Exec. Sess. of l-?l-64 are there(the ones that you mentioned had bee- de- 
classified) as is the whole transcript. There were over 90 pages a d I did 't ha’e ^ime 'o go 
through it all, but saw no marki"gd on them. The pages appear to be mimeographed-pri ^i 'g 
appears to be the distinctive blue /purple color o n mimeos.I did blow o'e part- there was a 
raggedy cover sheet which I didn't look at. I didn't realize it til almos- home. I wanted to go back 
yesterday, but it was so hot I couldn't get interested in any tj}i"g.l'm sorry I missed It.bu* I 
want to go back next, week or the following. Our hours at work have bee" cut to 5 days "ow so I 
have a little more time. I also found a route that, cuts 5 miles oT the trip each way, so *hn‘ 
helps. I wish I could be more profpesional in researching the assassi-atio". When I get + here, 
there is so much_to go through and the time goes so quickly. I usually k'ock o'f at 4pm so 
they can copy my stuff before 5pm closing. I sometimes have something copied, 'he- whe I ge+ 
home wonder why I waited it. 

The ch.7 draft is in handwriting but I don't k"OW whose.The top secret proceedings are ‘rom 
6-4-64, and since Ford is talking about leaks I thought you may be i’ i eres‘-4d,al'hough you 
may already have it. Uiere is an attached handwritten -ote to Ford alo g with the le ter mm. 
Bestermar of State. Some of these copies are very poor, but were that way i the ile copies. 



There is no index of individual documents, just a listing of general topics arranged 
date of the documents. 

I have noticed that there seemed to be a fair amount of doubt abou+ Redlich o* ^he Commie si 
staff, as the ur signed note about Mr. "R" shows. There were other pieces about it, like fwsoaper 
articles denouncing his background etc. Maybe the transcript of 5-19-64 deal'' with Rrdlich a ^d 
maybe thejr discussed firing him? 

It seems I no sooner get rolling in the files then it»s time to qui^ . My next lime on 4 I will 
copy the cover sheet of the 1-21-64 session a^d spe^d a couple hours i* ^he iles, "hr;! gp 
next door to the Bently library and look at the Stiles T iles. 

Ixhpa hope these are of some use to you anyway and hope I can do better in the ^ex" couple ^rpr-ks 
This typewriter is working terribly tonight. 

I also included a few papers from my first trip in Sept. * 81-papers o~ Mark La^e etc. 

One last thing- the 10 pages of Exec, Session 1-21-64 were marked by library as xfexxx brig 
cleared for public on 9-1-81. Hope all is well with you and will se-d copies o^ my next trip 
which will be in the next 1-2 weeks. Best wishes in all and keep up the good work,
